Two Mounties 
shot, wounded

A ghastly shudder of familiarity 
rippled through Alberta’s police 
fraternity Tuesday with news that 
two RCMP officers had been shot 
and wounded at a rural residence. 

The officers were airlifted to 
two different Edmonton hospitals 
and were undergoing surgery for 
“significant” injuries. Chief Supt. 
Rick Taylor told a news conference 
in Killam, a small town 160 kilo¬ 
metres southeast of Edmonton, 
that their precise medical condi¬ 
tions weren’t known but they had 
been hit in the torso. 

For many in the province, Tues¬ 
day’s shooting evoked painful 
memories of the awful day in 
March 2005 when a self-professed 
cop hater named James Roszko 
cut down four officers near May- 
erthorpe while they were staking 
out his marijuana grow-op. Roszko 
then killed himself 

“It’s pretty sombre in there,” 
Taylor said of the Killam detach¬ 
ment. “A lot of the people that are 


in there tonight supporting one 
another are colleagues and friends 
of these officers. We’re all wait¬ 
ing very patiently and waiting for 
good word to come back from 
Edmonton.” 

There was promising news — 
as the officers were being flown 
by air ambulance to Edmonton’s 
Royal Alexandra and University 
hospitals, they were conscious, 
able to talk and even still doing 
their jobs, in a way. 

“They were able to give some 
information en route to the hos¬ 
pital,” said Taylor. 

Details of what exactly hap¬ 
pened were murky on Tuesday 
night, and the status and even 
number of suspects in the case 
was not clear. 

Taylor said the officers had 
gone to a residence about 10 kilo¬ 
metres outside of Killam as part 
of an ongoing investigation that 
the small detachment had been 
looking into for the past week. 


Eyewitness accounts 


► People who live in the area 
reported seeing at least eight 
RCMP cruisers and an ambulance 
— all with their lights flashing — 
driving along Highway 13 shortly 
after the shooting happened. 

► It was the second time in recent 
days that Mounties were seen 
searching the area. 

“A search warrant was granted 
for that residence and they attend¬ 
ed there this afternoon,” Taylor 
said. 

Darcy Eskra, deputy mayor of 
Killam, said he was told one of the 
suspects in the shooting was dead, 
but Taylor would not confirm that. 

Premier Alison Redford was 
briefed on the case before an after¬ 
noon news conference. 

“Our hopes and prayers are 
with their families,” Redford said.

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Throne speech promises smart spending

Premier Alison Redford’s 
government has opened its 
pre-election spring sitting 
of the legislature with a 
throne speech promising 
smarter spending. 

“It’s time for foundation¬ 
al change,” Lt.-Gov. Don 
Ethell read Tuesday from 
the speech, which prom¬ 
ised smarter spending 
through zero-based budgets 
and predictable funding. 

“It won’t be easy, but it is 
the right way to better 
manage the annual unpre¬ 
dictability in the budgeting 
process. Alberta’s current 
fiscal framework relies too 
heavily on volatile energy 
revenue as a source of in¬ 
come.” 

Ethell reiterated that the 
government will phase in 
zero-based budgeting over 
the next three years to keep 
program spending on track. 
Deputy Premier Doug 


Homer said last week that 
legislation to that effect will 
be introduced as Bill 1 dur¬ 
ing the sitting. 

Such budgeting means 
politicians and their offi¬ 
cials don’t simply add or 
subtract from existing line 
items. Rather, the entire 
budget from the year be¬ 
fore is scrapped and rebuilt 
to make sure all spending 
matches stated goals. 

Fiscal conservatives such 
as the Wildrose party and 
the Alberta Liberals believe 
zero-based budgeting is the 
way to go. But they say the 
Progressive Conservatives, 
with their string of deficit 
budgets, are not the ones to 
do it. 

The NDP, meanwhile, 
says zero-based budgeting 
will be a stalking horse to 
slash programs and priva¬ 
tize jobs.

Adding an LRT station to 
the existing line is 
desired by residents in 
south Edmonton, says a 
city councillor. 

Coun. Don Iveson 
made a formal inquiry 
Tuesday regarding the 
possibility of a station at 
40 Avenue between 


Southgate and Century 
Park. 

It was discussed during 
south LRT planning in 
2005, said Iveson, and 
was brought up again dur¬ 
ing the last election. 

“It’s a low-density area 
right now, but either side 
of 40 Avenue has redevel¬ 
opment opportunities,” 
he said. 

Bob Boutilier, general 
manager of 


transportation, said the 
3.3-kilometre stretch is 
“about the right distance 
for another station. And 
looking at that area, there 
is potential for growth.” 

While the station was 
not previously planned, 
some spots along the 
southeast and west LRT 
lines will be marked for 
possible future stations if 
an area develops, said 
Boutilier. 


New guidelines 
approved in 2009 call for 
LRT stations to be closer 
together, said Iveson, 
adding he doesn’t want a 
new station built at the 
expense of other LRT 
work.

O But more U.S. challenges ahead 


A U.S. federal appeals 
court Tuesday declared 
California’s same-sex mar¬ 
riage ban unconstitutional. 

The move puts the bit¬ 
terly contested law on 
track to reach the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

A three-judge panel of 
the 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals ruled 2-1 that a 
lower-court judge correctly 
interpreted the U.S. Consti¬ 
tution and Supreme Court 
precedents when he de¬ 
clared in 2010 that Propo¬ 
sition 8 — a response to an 
earlier state court decision 
that legalized gay marriage 


— was a violation of the 
civil rights of gays and les¬ 
bians. 

But the appeals court 
said gay marriages cannot 
resume in the state. 

They must wait until 
the deadline passes for 
Proposition 8 sponsors to 
appeal to a larger panel of 
the 9th Circuit. 

“Proposition 8 serves no 
purpose ... other than to 
lessen the status and hu¬ 
man dignity of gays and 
lesbians in California,” 
said Judge Stephen Rein¬ 
hardt.

El Salvador is a tiny country - less 
than half the size of Nova Seotia, with 
a population about the size of the GTA 
- but it is one of the most dangerous 
eountries in the Western hemisphere. 
There were 3,985 violent deaths in El 
Salvador in 2010, most related to gang 
aetivity; that is a higher per-eapita 
number than in Afghanistan. 

That’s why eommunities plaee a 
high priority on giving their young 
people tools to build a future. “Our 
presehool eentres are eritieally impor¬ 
tant,” says Laura Mata, ehief of eom-

“By 
giving small ehildren a good eduea- 
tional foundation, they’re ready for 
Grade 1. They’re then more likely to 
be sueeessful and less likely to flunk 
out or quit later.” 

World Vision’s Children’s Clubs 
and Youth Clubs not only provide 
young people with a safe plaee to so- 
eialize, but also give them life s kill s 
and voeational training. (In one elub, 
Kevin, 15 was learning to bake bread 
and faney pastries; in another, a band 
of musieians praetieed while another 
group took learned to paint.) 

Carlos, who is now 17, remembers 
the first time he went to a World Vi¬ 


sion Communieations Club in Taeuba, 
a small mountain town near the 
Guatemalan border where loeal gangs 
are partieularly powerful. “I was 13. 
Some of my friends had been to the 
elub and done a radio show, and they 
needed more people. I went. I was 
very nervous. But it was sueh 
a niee experienee my [nervousness] 
vanished.” 

Before that, Carlos had been play¬ 
ing hookey from sehool sinee age 10, 
had failed 4th grade and fallen in with 
a sketehy group. At the elub, “I got re¬ 
ally involved. I realized I had to stop 
doing the things I’d been doing. I 
started studying again.” Today he 


leads other teens in the group and 
works half-days at a loeal professional 
radio station while attending high 
sehool. 

Of eourse World Vision Canada 
sponsorships support efforts like nutri¬ 
tion and health eare programs in El 
Salvador. But Laura believes that is 
just as important to “improve knowl¬ 


edge. You ean’t ehange lives by just 
giving tangible things,” she says. 
“Change eomes by giving life 
skills and voeational s kill s so that 
[young people] ean be someone in 
the future.” 

At the Taeuba Communieations 
Club, says Carlos, “getting into the 
radio shows is what ehanged my life.

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Drilling at ancient 


O Probe may have reached 
sub-glacial lake sealed off from 
atmosphere for millions of years

The coldest place on earth 
may have stopped scien¬ 
tists tantalizingly short of 
tapping into a 15-million- 
year-old mystery of a 
buried Antarctic lake. 

Racing against time 
and plunging tempera¬ 
tures, Russian scientists 
have been drilling nearly 
four kilometres beneath 
the bleak central Antarc¬ 
tic surface to reach Lake 
Vostok, about the size of 
Lake Ontario. 

The Russian news 
agency RIA Novosti quot¬ 
ed sources on Monday as 
saying they have finally 
touched the liquid lake 
surface, 20 years after the 
controversial project 
started in earnest. 

The head of the Russ¬ 
ian mission pulled back 
on Tuesday, however, 
telling Nature magazine 
the data are still being an¬ 
alyzed to confirm the hit. 

Timing is vital: The last 
flight out of the area left 
Monday as Antarctica’s 
short summer vanished 
and temperatures started 
falling. By February, the

Russian Arctic and 
Antarctic Research Insti¬ 
tute reported, tempera¬

The coldest tempera¬ 
ture on Earth, -89 C, was 
recorded there in 1983. 

“Only when 1 have this 
(data) can 1 say we pene¬ 
trated (the lake),” Valery 
Lukin, director of the 
Russian Antarctic pro¬ 
gram, told Nature. “We 


want to be sure we have 
really reached the surface 
of Lake Vostok. 

“As soon as we get it 
officially confirmed, this 
information will be dis¬ 
seminated among the in¬ 
ternational community,” 
said Lukin.

Centuries ago, emperors 
flocked to the Temple of 
Heaven in Beijing to pray 
for a good harvest. 

And that’s where Prime

of Chinese investment in 
Canada’s oilflelds since 
2009. 

One route is the North¬ 
ern Gateway pipeline, 
which could deliver oil 
from Alberta to ports in 
B.C., then onwards to Chi¬ 


na. But hearings into the 
pipeline have just begun. 

So, though oil and gas ex¬ 
ecutives form part of the 40- 
strong business contingent 
along for Harper’s trip, it is 
other sectors ready for 
greater Chinese involve¬ 
ment that will be the focus 
of Harper’s tour. 

This is Harper’s second 
visit to China since 2009. 
The two countries have 
grown closer thanks to a se¬ 
ries of high-level meetings. 

Harper is hoping to push 
forward the relationship 
with a series of events high¬ 
lighting people as much as 
product, as well as signing 
new deals. 

Among the deals in the 
works is the foreign-invest¬ 
ment protection agree¬ 
ment, which has been 
under negotiation with Chi¬ 
na for almost 20 years. Busi¬ 
ness groups would like to 
see an agreement reached, 
as it would give both sides 


confidence to expand trade. 

The delegation on the 
trip includes five cabinet 
ministers, six Toiy MPs, and 
40 business and community 
leaders, including high-lev¬ 
el executives from the ener¬ 
gy and agriculture sectors.

Women prey to ‘ambition gap’: COO

If Facebook chief operating 
officer Sheiyl Sandberg 
isn’t one of the richest 
women in the world, she’ll 
be one of them soon. 

According to reports, she 



made $30.9 million US last 
year, while her estimated 
1.7 per cent stake in Face- 
book could boost her net 
worth to roughly $1.7 bil¬ 
lion once the social-net¬ 
working giant’s IPO is 
complete. The 42-year-old is 
one of the world’s most suc¬ 
cessful executives, and 
when she talks about gen¬ 
der and the workplace, peo¬ 
ple listen. She told a panel 
at the World Economic Fo¬ 
rum that inequalities and 


double standards, including 
a sizeable “ambition gap,” 
impede women firom child¬ 
hood. “We reward men for

munal. We need our girls to 
be ambitious to achieve in 
the workforce.”

This column is totally going 
viral! How can I say that? 
Well, I can’t, really. 

But the point is that the 
phrase “going viral” is 
becoming so overused by 
media, bloggers, marketers, 

t PR t 3 ^es and consumers alike to 

describe something that is “taking off” 
(when it isn’t always), that it has 
definitely more than hit its tipping 
point — and could soon jump the shark. 

“Going viral” has become one of the 
sexiest phrases out there, and essential¬ 
ly means becoming extremely popular in a very short 
amount of time. 

Now everyone wants to be part of something that’s 
going viral, whether they’re creating it or sharing it. 
The Internet and social media, of course, have fuelled 
virality in ways pre-Internet couldn’t do, and the term 
“going viral” has seeped into popular culture. 

It’s referred to everywhere — in movies, TV, music 
and even books. 


Whether it’s a YouTube 
video, a tweet, a Facebook 
photo, a meme, 
interactive flash game, 
app, software or a 
forwarded email, 
attaching the message “go¬ 
ing viral” is an exciting 
way to get people to click 
on something and pass it 
on to others. 

Certainly much of the 
shared stuff is awesome, 
but “going viral” has 
become so ubiquitous, so 
overused, that, often as 
not, it refers to things that aren’t going viral. 

The term is used as kind of a desperate gimmick by 
marketers to generate exposure for products and by 
everyday people looking for fame for stuff that really 
isn’t catching on in the least. 

So ... I propose the time has come for all of us to 
start being far more discriminating about our use of 
“going viral,” to have some criteria and rules for what 
“going viral” is (e.g., 100,000 YouTube views in a mat¬ 
ter of days is “going viral”; 9,000 views is not). 

If we don’t, we’re totally going to ruin the meaning 
of this phrase through its overuse. People will stop 
clicking on it — or be far more suspicious — of 
anything that says “going viral.” It will come more to 
mean “going anti-viral.” Or buzz kill. 

Failing that, perhaps we just move past it altogether 
and begin to use new words and phrases to describe 
the phenomenon of something getting popular really 
fast. Phrases like “holy contagious!” or “completely in¬ 
sane!” or “crazy buzz!” 

Those could just as easily start to generate new ex¬ 
citement for something taking off. 

So, yes, as I was saying, this column is totally going 
viral, er, holy contagious!

You wouldn’t normally rate 
an eateiy by how dirty the 
floor is, but in San Sebast¬ 
ian, Spain, the more dis¬ 
carded napkins and 
toothpicks that pile on the 
floor, the better. Here, the 
mountain of debris beneath 
your feet is a sign of a popu¬ 
lar place to eat pintxos, the 
Basque region’s answer to 
tapas. 

The wealthy coastal city 
of San Sebastian has more 
Michelin stars per resident 
than any other 

area in the world, but 
you don’t need to be a mil¬ 
lionaire to enjoy pintxos; 
these elegant bite-sized 
snacks cost just a couple of 
euros a plate, and 
are presented on the count¬ 
er of bars throughout town. 

Locals meet for a few 
pintxos washed down with 
a tumbler of txacoli, a local 
slightly-sparkling diy white 
wine, just 

before going home for din¬

ner. The custom is to ask 
the barman for a plate, load 
it up with pintxos that tick¬ 
le your fancy, then pay up 
for whatever you eat and 
drink when you leave. 
These tasty treats often fea¬ 
ture local ingredients in¬ 
cluding ham, prawn, 
mushrooms and peppers 
spiked with a toothpick. 
Gilda, a tiny skewer of 
olive, anchovy and pepper, 
is a classic. 

A tasting tour 

The alle 5 Avays of the city’s 
picturesque old town is 
peppered with bars offering 
pintxos of eveiy sort, but as 
you’d expect, the standard 
is not equal eveiywhere, so 
to help us navigate the bars, 
we hitched a ride with a 
handful of other gastro- 
nauts on a pintxos-tasting 
tour with gastronomic ex¬ 
perience organizers San Se¬ 
bastian Food.

When I first started at Si¬ 
mon Fraser University, I 
was happy that my school 
had a co-op program and I 
had heard that many stu¬ 
dents had positive co-op 
experiences. 

However, as time grad¬ 
ually passed and I finally 
enrolled successfully into 
the co-op program last 
March, I realized that I 
could not find any rele¬ 
vant jobs because of my 
major: geography. 

As I searched through 
the list of co-op jobs, I fig¬ 
ured out that many sci¬ 
ence co-op jobs were 
related to environmental 
science. I realized that I 
was following the wrong 
path. 

I immediately talked to 
my advisor and switched 
my major from geography 
with an environmental 
specialty to physical geog¬ 
raphy, and then to envi¬ 


ronmental science. 

A few months passed 
and I finally had two in¬ 


terviews last August. I did 
not expect to receive a 
placement, so I was 


shocked when I got a 
phone call from the co-op 
advisor, telling me I had 
an offer. 

I was lucky to get a job 
in my co-op program be¬ 
cause I got accepted into 
the program very late. 

My key suggestion to 
students is not to give up. 
I kept applying to the job 
offers even though the 
job descriptions were not 
really in my area of study. 
I would recommend stu¬ 
dents keep applying even 
though you may feel un¬ 
comfortable with the job 
or its description. 

If you are invited to in¬ 
terviews, you have to 
keep in mind that the em¬ 
ployers receive lots of ap¬ 
plications and can only 
choose a few students to 
interview and only one 
will get an offer. 

Do not be disappointed 
even when you do not get 
the job. You should evalu¬ 
ate any mistakes you have 
made and correct them. 

To help with this 
process, I believe that 
schools should have more 
courses on real world ex-

periences, such as writing 
resumes and cover letters, 
and preparing for inter¬ 
views. 

Workshops are not 
enough. I think there 
should be regular courses 
where students can be 
taught more efficiently 
and perhaps students 
would be able to apply to 
jobs after their resumes 
and cover letters are care¬ 
fully checked by their 
peers.

Sometimes 
it’s smarter to 
accept a de¬ 
motion as an 
alternative to 
dismissal. Es¬ 
pecially where there is a 
good reason for the demo¬ 
tion. 

Brooke Haddock’s ca¬ 
reer as a seafood depart¬ 
ment manager for a 
Thrifty Foods chain of gro¬ 
cery stores in B.C. was sail¬ 
ing along smoothly until 
he separated from his 
wife. Haddock then 


turned to alcohol as finan¬ 
cial problems and stress 
from the failed marriage 
mounted. It clearly affect¬ 
ed his performance. 

When Haddock contin¬ 
ued to show up late for 
work, he was suspended 
for four days. 

When his performance 
still did not improve, he 
was warned that his job 
was in jeopardy and that, 
if his poor behaviour con¬ 
tinued, he would either be 
fired or demoted. 

However, Haddock’s 
problems with lateness 
continued and, after his 
drunkenness made other 
employee’s uncomfortable 
at a softball tournament. 
Thrifty had enough. Had¬ 
dock was permanently de¬ 
moted from manager to a 
clerical position, corre¬ 


spondingly with about 15 
per cent less pay. Haddock 
did not report to work. 

The legal doctrine of 
constructive dismissal pro¬ 
vides that an employer 
cannot unilaterally change 
any important condition 
of an employee’s job, such 
as job title or pay, without 
his or her agreement. 
Since Haddock was demot¬ 
ed and his pay reduced, he 
opted to sue. 

In deciding whether to 
side with Haddock, the 
court determined that his 
15 per cent pay cut was 
not, by itself, a material 
change to his job but 
when combined with his 
demotion, he had indeed 
been constructively dis¬ 
missed. 

However, it was only a 
P 3 n:rhie victory. Haddock’s 


damages were almost en¬ 
tirely offset because he 
failed to accept the clerk’s 
position that Thrifty of¬ 
fered him. 

The court’s decision 
may be surprising but it 
makes sense. Even though 
Haddock was constructive¬ 
ly dismissed, he did not 
have a reasonable reason 
to refuse the lesser job. 

The irony here is that if 
he would have first tried 
the clerk’s job and found 
it humiliating, there likely 
would be no offset. 

The lesson for employ¬ 
ees faced with a demotion 
is clear. They may have to 
accept the new job unless 
there is a very good reason 
to refuse.

With average Canadian MBA students 
earning as much as $143,000 after grad¬ 
uation, according to the Financial Post’s 
2010 MBA program index, there is good 
reason the masters of business adminis¬ 
tration is gaining popularity in Canada 
and worldwide. 

Students who have an MBA have 
been exposed to many different areas of 
business they probably would not have 
otherwise, says Shai Dubey, director of 
the Queen’s MBA program and academ¬ 
ic director of the university’s Masters of 
International Business. That experience 
allows MBA grads to analyze problems 
critically from many angles.

The Vancouver Island University 
(VIU) masters of business adminis¬ 
tration program cultivates 
international business leaders, 
according to Brock Dykeman, direc¬ 
tor of MBA programs at VIU. 

The university specializes in the 
international, down to the double 
degree that students graduate with 
— an MBA from VIU and a masters 
of science and international 
business from the University of 
Hertfordshire in the U.K. 

When VIU students want to work 
internationally, a degree from the 
U.K. can look good on the CV, 
Dykeman explains. 

The program focuses on interna¬ 
tional business throughout, but 
“some people just like the idea of 
having two degrees,” he says. 

VIU students also get the chance 
to network with others from around 
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“You provide added value for your 
company because you have a well- 
rounded perspective on how a business 
should work,” he explains. 

Going through an MBA program is al¬ 
so about personal exploration, he says. 
“It’s about exploring ... how to leverage 
your skills, how to minimize your weak¬ 
nesses.” 

Queen’s MBA students graduate with 
an understanding of the big picture, but 
also with the skills to execute on that un¬ 
derstanding, Dubey says. 

Leadership skills are a vital 


component of the degree. “Within an or¬ 
ganization people do MBAs because 
they want to get promoted, and to get 
promoted you need to be able to lead 
people,” says Dubey. 

Good leadership is very different from 
managing people, he explains. “You can 
give anyone a title, but that doesn’t mean 
they can actually lead.” The Queen’s 
program is designed to give students 
many opportunities to exercise their 
leadership skills. It’s a trait to look for if 
you are choosing a school, says Dubey. 

Because teamwork is such an impor¬ 


tant aspect of an MBA, the people you 
work closely with in class can be just as 
important as the skills you learn. 

“You’re forming life-long friendships,” 
says Dubey, who adds he regularly sees 
Queen’s alumni recruit for their own busi¬ 
nesses from their alma mater because they 
trust the quality of the education. That’s 
the power of networking. 

However, “where people end up very 
much depends on what kind of 
background they have and what kind of 
industry they’re going into,” Dubey says.

“We’re very diverse,” he says. “I 
think the business world is just be¬ 
coming more and more global as 
time goes on, so students really 
need to learn about how to deal with 
people from other cultures and other 
conditions.

Because VIU is a small universi¬ 
ty, students also get a lot of contact 
with the faculty, most of whom have 
international experience.

What will likely go unnoticed is the lack of a V-8 option, 
leaving the GS 350 and the gasoline-electric hybrid GS 
450h as the only models. The V-8 GS 460 cost an addition¬ 
al $11,400 over and above the GS 350 when it last 
appeared in Canada for the 2010 model year and was nev¬ 
er a big seller. Its relatively poor fuel economy also didn’t 
help. Replacing the GS 460 is the V-6 F Sport that has its 
ovm front clip, mesh grille, body trim, 19-inch wheels and 
variable suspension and steering systems that continuous¬ 
ly adjust to road conditions and driver inputs. 


It might have a V-6, but the GS 350 is hardly 
slow. It can scoot to 100 km/h from zero in a 
Lexus-reported 6.3 seconds, which is a tick 
more than the second-generation GS 450h that 
arrives later in the 2012 model year. That mod¬ 
el should be the undisputed hot rod in the 
bunch. What V-8? 

The V-6 has been updated with direct fuel in¬ 
jection whereby gas is more accurately metered 
directly into the combustion chambers. 


The F Sport uses the same carryover 
306-horsepower 3.5-litre V-6 as the stan¬ 
dard GS 350. It’s connected to a six- 
speed automatic transmission that 
“blips” the throttle for smoother down¬ 
shifts (called rev matching). Compared 
to the GS 350, the F Sport adds a level 
to the standard driver-selectable operat¬ 
ing mode that firms up the suspension 
and sharpens the steering.

Wooing and winning over 
significant numbers of up- 
scale-car buyers has been 
a successful venture for 
Toyota’s premium brand 
and the latest GS series 
should literally accelerate 
this trend despite being 
down a couple of cylin¬ 


ders. 

Why? Well, for one 
thing the 2013 GS, which 
is slated for a February de¬ 
but, is leading Lexus out 
of the design doldrums 
where, along with many 
of its stable mates, the car 
has been. 

Nothing overly radical 
mind you, since the 2013 
GS shares a number of 


physical and mechanical 
components with its 2012 
counterpart, but at both 
ends the revisions are ob¬ 
vious. 

The reshaped nosepiece 
displays a large air intake 
below the grille with addi¬ 
tional side intakes that al¬ 
so serve as fog-light 
housings. The confluence 
of shapes and angles at 


the business end might 
not rank as an artistic 
tour de force, but it’s cer¬ 
tainly character building 
and that will help you 
spot the GS in a parking 
lot. 

The starting-point GS 
350 rings in at stout 
$54,000, including desti¬ 
nation costs, which is 
about the same as the out¬ 


going model, while the F 
Sport will likely sticker in 
the vicinity of $61,500. 

The hybrid is estimated 
in the mid-$70,000 range 
to start. 

That’s a lot of cabbage, 
but this is still life in the 
fast lane with the GS well 
within sight of other luxu¬ 
ry competitors and their 
six-cylinder offerings.

I t was only a matter of 
time before this kind 
of thing happened. Fiat 
said all along it was go¬ 
ing to bring its platforms 
to North America to back¬ 
stop the Chrysler and 
Dodge brands and here’s 
the first one. 

Let the l 3 mching begin. 
“Sony but two words ... 
junk it ... it’s not a Dodge 
Dart ...” writes someone 
on Dodge’s own Facebook 
“fan” page. 

“1 think it is ugly and 
doesn’t deserve the DART 
name!!” writes another 
seething soul on the Auto 
Shift Weekly Facebook 
page where a half dozen 
2013 Dart photos are post¬ 
ed. 

“1 have a 1969 Dart 
(and) this is nothing like it 
in any way, shape or 
form.” 

OK, we get the picture. 
The new Dart is not an 
old Dart and it doesn’t 
look like an old Dart. Was 
it supposed to? Did some¬ 
one at Dodge say it would? 
Or is that naturally as¬ 
sumed just because of the 
name? 

Using an old name does¬ 
n’t mean that the old car 
comes with it. History is 
littered with examples of 
badges put on cars that 
were never intended to 
pay homage to the origi¬ 
nal, so why the outrage? 

To put it rather mildly. 
Dodge fanatics are, well, 
exactly that. And then 
some. 

“Italian crap, please, 
burn it to the ground! 
Dodge will never be FIAT!” 
writes another “hater.” 


150 

Dodge says there are 
seven wheel options, 
12 colours and appar¬ 
ently more than 150 
customization options 
and themed packages 
for the car. YbuVe go¬ 
ing to get your Dart 
your way. 

Many are still angered 
by the fact the current 
Charger has four doors 
and not two, even though 
the new car is light years 
ahead of the original in 
terms of performance and 
comfort. 

It’s ironic, really, that 
those same people are 
trashing the Dart as noth¬ 
ing more than a badge on 
a Fiat. You don’t see them 
trashing the coveted 
Dodge Challenger because 
it’s essentially a two-door 
version of the maligned 
Charger, do you? Far from 
it. 

So, if it’s about the 
name and the number of 
doors, why wouldn’t 
Dodge just call it some¬ 
thing else in the first 
place, like Giulietta as the 
hatchback platform is 
known back in Italy? 

Likely being sensitive to 
the Fiat-izing of the Dodge 
brand — which Fiat saved, 
by the way — what better 
way to keep the connec¬ 
tion with Dodge than to 
saddle what is largely an 
Italian compact car with 
an all-American one-sylla¬ 
ble name: Dart. 

But, Dodge fans are ter¬ 
minally nostalgic and no 
amount of song and dance 
is going to convince them 


that the new Dart by Fiat 
is deserving of the Dart 
badge. 

“We want nostalgia ... 
and not just by use of a 
‘name.’” 

Nostalgia? 

The naysayers have fog¬ 
gy memories of what the 
old Dart was actually 
about: it’s appeal was as a 
four-door grocery-getter 
and by the mid-1970s it 
was a cheaply made one at 
that. 

Of course, the roman¬ 
tics recall the sporty two- 
door models of the late 
1960s and early 1970s that 
reached star status with 
their ability to take down 
cars with much larger en¬ 


gines. 

In reality, they were a 
very small piece of the 
Dart pie. And the reality 
today is that Dodge needs 
a small car to sell as a com¬ 
petitor to the Ford Focus, 
Chevy Cruze and H 3 mndai 
Elantra, and not another 
rear-wheel-drive V-8 tire 
fryer like the Challenger 
SRT8 392. 

And here it is. Available 
only as a front-wheel- 
drive sedan, 2013 Dart will 
be available with one of 
three four-cylinder en¬ 
gines, all of which are 
from Fiat, which is no 
problem since there are 
no other Dodge products 
to donate the powertrains. 


The first is a 160-horse- 
power 2.0-litre four-cylin¬ 
der. Optional is the 
1.4-litre turbocharged 
“Multiair” four-cylinder. 
This will be the best 
choice for fuel economy 
and all-around power. It’s 
lifted from the Fiat 500 
Abarth model. 

Multiair is a term that 
describes the variable in¬ 
take-valve timing. There is 
no camshaft to actuate the 
valves. Instead they are 
controlled hydraulically 
by electronics, which 
means the valve timing 
for each cylinder can be 
tailored cylinder to cylin¬ 
der and depending on en¬ 
gine revs and load. At the 


top is a 184-horsepower 
four-cylinder 2.4-litre non¬ 
turbo Multiair. 

If you spend enough 
time examining the car, 
you just can’t dismiss it 
based on its name or the 
fact it’s part Italian ... from 
an Italian company that 
happens to own Ferrari. 

Perhaps this Facebook 
post sums it up. 

“... it’s all good for me, 
name and all. Who cares 
where its origins come 
from, a real good move on 
Chryco’s part. 1 don’t hear 
anyone complaining 
where the Cruze or the Fi¬ 
esta actually comes from! 1 
think they finally got this 
right... time will tell.”

N ot many 
Canadians 
know about 
bio-diesel 
producer, 
BIOX, let 

alone that it uses stuff like 
chicken and pork fat to 
create eco-friendly fuel. 

But stakeholders in the 
bio-fuel movement have al¬ 
ways been hip to BIOX and 
its unique and patented 
process. 

“The technology was de¬ 
veloped at the University of 
Toronto, in the late 1990s, 
when it made absolutely no 
sense to turn vegetable oils 
and animal fats into diesel 
fuel,” notes Kevin Norton, 
CEO and co-founder of 
BIOX. During those years, 
he notes that petroleum- 
based diesel was cheap and 
biodiesel feedstock was 
high. Net result: the re¬ 
search was somewhat “aca¬ 
demic.” 


By 2000, realizing gov¬ 
ernment and consumer ap¬ 
petitive for green fuel was 
going gangbusters, the 
founders of BIOX started to 
test the technology for 
commercial potential. 

In 2001 BIOX acquired 
its worldwide rights. In 
2007 its plant in Hamilton, 
Ont., was completed, and 
has been working virtually 
non-stop at full capacity 
ever since, pumping out 
biodiesel at a rate of about 
60 million litres per year, 
establishing itself as one of

the largest “continuous 
flow” biodiesel production 
facilities in the world. 

The best way to under¬ 
stand the BIOX process is to 
first look at the “tradition¬ 
al” process. Traditional 
methods need a lot of ener¬ 
gy and time to first deal 
with the Free Fatty Acid 
(FFA) content in some feed¬ 
stock. 

They need an additional 
layer to treat the FFA, or 
use feedstock with veiy lit¬ 
tle FFA, such as soya or 
canola. BIOX has no such 
trouble. 

The other huge advan¬ 
tage of the BIOX process is 
that it is continuous. Feed¬ 
stock goes in one end and 
biodiesel comes out the 
other. In contrast, the tradi¬ 
tional process is a batch 
process. 

Yet another advantage is 
its flexibility. Norton says 
BIOX can adapt “on the fly” 
to various raw materials. As 
such, BIOX is more able to 


use cheaper “non food 
grade” feedstocks — the 
high FFA content animal 
fats, crude palm oil, used 
cooking oil from restau¬ 
rants, etc., that t 5 q)ically 
end up in cosmetic and/or 
animal feed markets. 


BIOX also considers itself 
“supply agnostic.” They are 
not committed to any par¬ 
ticular raw material stream 
or industry. 

“We know the raw mate¬ 
rial markets are going to 
change,” says Norton. 



“We actually source on a 
weekly basis, in about a 
500-mile radius of the 
plant. We buy based on 
availability, price and logis¬ 
tics. It’s a different combi¬ 
nation eveiy week.” 

Diesel transportation fu¬ 
el in Canada must contain 
a two per cent renewable 
component. 

Certain provinces have 
their own, higher require¬ 
ments. 

But the U.S. is further 
along with both regula¬ 


tions and tax incentives, 
and that’s where the big de¬ 
mand is for biodiesel, and- 
where all of BIOX’s fuel 
currently heads. 

That demand helped, 
and continues to help, the 
U.S. biodiesel industiy; it is 
clearly ahead of Canada’s. 

But don’t blame BIOX. 
It’s doing its part, and in a 
unique, technical way. 

Over time, BIOX will also 
surely help me and others 
turn around their negative 
feelings about chicken fat.

Engine 

All last-generation Fit 
models got a 1.5-litre 
four-cylinder engine with 109 
horsepower and a five-speed gear¬ 
box in the driver’s choice of manu¬ 
al or automatic. All units were 
front-wheel drive. 



What owners like 

Fit owners rave about 
mileage, versatility, handling, 
braking, manoeuvrability, visibility, 
ergonomics, and a surprising level of 
on-board roominess despite the 
machine’s compact size. 



What owners 
dislike 

Complaints include a 
noisy engine and ride, abrupt ride 
characteristics in some situations, 
and diminished performance 
when the vehicle is loaded up. 



Common issues 

On a test-drive, be sure to 
inspect your potential used 
Fit candidate for signs of 
rust or peeling and 
damaged paint. Be sure the 
rear hatch stays open on its 
own — and that the strut 
that lifts and supports it is¬ 
n’t worn out. 

Inspect the seats and car¬ 
peting for signs of acceler¬ 
ated wear, which some 
owners note as an issue. If 
the fabric or carpet materi¬ 
al is worn through, ripped 
or faded, call it into pricing 
negotiations. Finally, the Fit 
should steer easily and 
smoothly at any speed as 
well as when stopped. 

Verdict 

Used car shoppers can ex¬ 
pect the Fit to command a 
premium in the market, 
though above-average reli¬ 
ability, versatility and driv¬ 
ing pleasure can be 
expected in return.

Tire wear: Why 
you should care

The most important safety 
items on your vehicle, 
above all others, are your 
tires. And that’s especially 
important in winter, when 
they have to deal with a 
wide variety of surfaces, 
including snow, slush and 
ice. 

Winter tires do a far 
better job than all-season 
tires, even on dry pave¬ 
ment: once the tempera¬ 
ture drops below 7C, their 
more pliable rubber com¬ 
pound and aggressive 
tread do a better job of 
gripping the road. 

1 experienced the worst 
of winter driving at an 
event showcasing the new 
Michelin X-lce Xi3 winter 
tire, which goes on sale 
next fall. 1 drove on sever¬ 
al surfaces with brand- 
new Xi3 tires, but perhaps 
the most eye-opening was 
when the company sent 
me out on worn ones. As 
your tires wear, you need 


to be aware of how they’re 
changing and adjust your 
driving habits if necessaiy. 

Tire treads consist of 
“blocks,” squares of rub¬ 
ber that bite into snow; 
grooves and channels that 
evacuate water; and sipes, 
tiny slits in the blocks that 
improve traction. 

As the tires wear, the 
blocks will become 
smooth and the channels 
will become shallower, 
making it harder for the 
tire to grip the surface and 
displace water. 

This can potentially 
lead to a dangerous situa¬ 
tion called hydroplaning, 
where the tire “floats” on 
top of puddles and slush, 
rather than pushing water 
aside so it can contact the 
asphalt. 

The Xi3’s special design 
helps to give it even tread 
wear as it ages, but many 
tires will wear unevenly, 
especially if they’re run¬ 
ning with the wrong air 
pressure. This will gradu¬ 
ally affect how they han¬ 


dle. 

On an ice and snow 
course, driving on four 
brands of tires all worn to 
the same degree, 1 quickly 
noticed the difference. 

One had difficulty get¬ 
ting traction on an incline, 
while another had lost 
much of its lateral stabili¬ 
ty: on sharp curves, it 
tended to slip sideways. 

Most importantly, while 
some were better than 
others, none of them 
stopped as quickly as a car 
with newer tires. No mat¬ 
ter what t 3 q)e of tires or 
the season, you should be 
regularly analyzing how 
your car behaves. Any 
time you realize that your 
driving is overly compen¬ 
sating for your tires, it’s 
time to have them 
checked, and if necessary, 
replaced. 

Every time you leave 
your driveway, your safety, 
your family’s safety, and 
that of other drivers starts 
with the condition of your 
tires.
